The remedy lies in the choosing of federal 
judges as the state judges, by a vote of the 
people, whose servants they are.“

ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. f. The tardiness 
of Secretary Taft in artiving at the dinner 
given in his honor on Wednesday evening by 
Foreign Minister Iswolsky, which at the 
time occasioned comment, has been given a 
humorous turn by he explanation offered 


for the delay. 

Although the dinner party had assembled 
at the appointed hour and many distin- 
guished officials, including Premier Stolypin, 
Finance Minister Kokovsoff, and War Min- 
ister Gen. Rudiger, eagerly awaited the ar- 
rival of the distinguished American guest, a 
long while elapsed before any word came 
from him. 

Finally the hostess, Mme. Iswolsky, al- 
though exercising her best tact to tide ovér 
the rather uneaseful delay, at length became 
anxious lest Secretary Taft had misunder- 
stood the hour. 


Chef, Dishes Cooling, Grows Hot. 

The chef, too, méanwhile grew impatient 
and the delay became embarrassing, espe- 
cially as the big diplomatic reception had 
been set to follow immediately after the ban- 
quet, necessitating complicated arrange- 
ments for the evenings entertainment. 

Eventually Minister Iswoisky resolved to 
telephone Secretary Taft's hotel in order to 
learn the cause of the delay. In the politest 
possible message Secretary Taft repiied thet 
there was no mistake about the hour, but 
that he was unavoidably detained. Shortly 
afterwards, he arrived at the dinner—just 
thirty minutes late—which passed off most 
pleasantly. 

It has fust been learned that the cause of 
the secretary's delay lay in an entertaining 
incident illustrative of the discomforts of 
travel, although it was the only case of ili 
luck encountered during the long tour around 
the world. 


Beat Retreat to Hotel. 

The secretary and his party took their 
places in the American embassy carriages 
at the hotel at the proper time to arrive at 
the banquet hall at the appointed hour. 
Scarcely had the horses proceeded a dosen 
paces, however, when the order was given to 
turn about and return to the hotel. 

In some unaccountable manner Secretary 
Taft's trousers had burst. 

The secretary's predicament was increased 
because all his other available garments 
had been packed away and dispatched to the 
railway station. 

Owing to the secretary's girth and the diffi- 
culty in securing other garments that could 
be donned with comfort, it was necessary to 
delay the start for the banquet until rapid re- 

pairs could be made.

Mr. Murray conferred with officers of the 
mining company and offered, on behalf of 
himself and his company, any assistance that 
it was possible to render.

Rescue work was begun promptly. Super-

THIS YEAR. 


Most Disastrous Twelve Months in 
: the History of Mining. 


In the number of lives lost in mining opera- 
tions the year 1907 has been the most disastrous 
on record, Up to Dec. & the list of deaths by 
mine accidents stood at 1,490. With the No- 
nongah figures added the total for the year will 
approach 2,000. Deaths in mine disasters in 
1906, when 1,819 were killed in one accident 
at Oourrieres, France, totaled only 1,600. ‘Since 
1856 the average number of deaths by accidents 
in mines has been 1,000 a year. The years in 
which the average has been exceeded by over 
100 have been 1878, when 1,413 miners were 
killed; 1889, with a death list of 1, 110, and 1901, 
with 1,131 deaths. 

Safety appliances have not kept pace with the 
increase in the number of miners. employed, 
which has raised the liability of large death 
lists in single disasters.

| Woman Said to Have Been 3 


Because of III Health. 


The chance arrival of a 5 year old boy at hie 
home and his quick action last evening saved 
the life of his 1 year old brother, who other- 
wise would have been asphyxiated with gas 
that killed their mother, Mrs. Delia Jauris, 
254 Mohawk street.

Woman’s Head Resting on Stove. 


Mrs. Jauris was found sitting in a chair 
near the gas stove, with her head resting on a 
pillow on the stove. Gas was issuing from 
three burners. 

In a room adjoining the kitchen, Orvel, 
the baby, wae found in bed, almost overcome 

th the fumes. It was some. moments be- 

re the police, urged on by Edward, the 8 
year old brother, could start a search for the 
baby. All the rooms of the house were filied 
with the escaping gas. 

The baby was hurriedly taken into the open 
air and turned over to Mrs. Annie Pfaffer, 
2 Mohawk street, a neighbor, who volun- 
teered to care for it until other arrangemenis 
for its comfort are made. The baby soon re- 
vived; and, according to physicians, will re- 
cover.

afternoon, that the new rules were drawn 
up. If the new rules are observed—and there 
are serious penalties provided for their viola- 
tion—accidents, it is predicted, wil become 
much lese frequent. 


All Tracks to Be Inspected. 

The new provisions specify that the or- 
ganization will not sanction any race that is 
not given in accordance with all of these 
rules. Prior to the granting of a sanction 
an investigation of the tracks must be made 
by @ competent committee and photographs 
of all turns and fences on it must be submit- 
ted to the national body 

There also must be drawings of the build- 
ings and stands for spectators, with their 
descriptions. It further is provided that the 
racing board shall decide in what places 
spectators shall be permitted, and then only 
after they have made a thorough study of the 
peculiarities of the locality in which the 
race is to be given. 

There are many other stipulations regard- 
ing the judges, guards, and other details of 
ths tracks, but the committee gave most of 
its attention to the study of safeguards 
against accident. Officers of the organiza- 
tioh declared it their belief that automobile 
racing under these rules will be as safe as 
horse racing. 

Biggest Day at the Show. 

While this meeting was in progress the 
Coliseum, the Annex, and the Armory were 
humming with long delayed auto business. 
Spectators who have attended every day's 
show at last decided that the time was ripe 
to place orders, and at many of the booths 
those in charge were unable to attend to 
the purchasers and visitors. 

It may have been due to the weather and 
it may have been due to the fact that the 
show is so nearly over, but the attendance 
of the day was greater than at any preced- 
ing day of any of the auto shows given in 
Chicago. The ticket sellers announced in the 
evening that 50,000 persons had passed 
through the doors in the afternoon and 
evening. 

In this final rush of business the commer- 
cial car, which has been climbing steadily 
toward the top rung of the ladder of su- 
pre macy, heid its place. There were more 
orders for commercial cars than on all the 
other days of the show combined, 

Tells of Business Possibilities. 

Hayden Eames, general manager of the 
Studebaker Brothers Manufacturing com- 
pany, with headquarters in Cleveland, is one 
of the enthusiastic believers in the commer- 
cial possibilities of the motor car, possibili- 
ties which he says are calculated to make the 
horse appear ridiculous in the eyes of the 
thinking business man. * 

„Seven years ago,“ said Mr. Eames, the 
manufacturers were prepared to demonstrate 
to the business man how it was possible to 
‘a him thousands of dollers if he would 

stall electric or gasoline machines instead 
of his delivery wagons. Since then there 
have been numerous improvements in the 
commercial ears, so that the cost of operation 
has been reduced even more. While many 
firms have adopted commercial motors, the 
campaign of education is just beginning, and 
this year will see a great incre in the num- 
ber of trucks in Chicago ana elsewhere. 
The whole trouble with auto trucks has 
been the false idea of business men that they 
should figure their traction problems and all 
schemes to economize on the ton-mile. They 
forget that the delivery of goods within the 
shorter radius of a city is an entirely differ- 
ent proposition than that of the delivery 
within a state or collection of states. 

“In figuring to economize within a city 
traction figures should be based on the man- 
day. The question is not one of loads over 
miles of ground, but one of the number of 
men that must be employed in a day and how 
they may be reduced toa minimum. ‘Then 
there is a problem of the economy of space 
and how to reduce floor space and rental to 
a minimum.”

the headquarters for the national committee 
and all the ordinary contingéncies attendant 
upon the holding of the convention. Chicago 
has declined to provide the campaign fund 
which Kansas City is. willing ta do, This fact 
may decide the committee to hold the con- 
vention at Kansas City, 


Transportation Is Factor. 

Many of the eastern members, including 
most of those from New England and the 
middle states, together with influential sen- 
ators, representativés, and administration 
officials, favor Chicago because of the facil- 
ity with which they will be able to go to and 
return from the convention. Congress {s 
likely to remain in session until pretty close 
to the convention date. Most of the older 
leaders say that they should not be required 
to travel west of Chicago or St. Louis, or, in 
fact, to go anywhere unless they can reach 
the convention on a limited train and without 
a change of cars. 

An_attempt has been made, of course, to 
show that there is political significance in the 
sudden turn of the tide toward Chicago and 
away from the energetic metropolis of the 
Missouri valley. There is said to be a great 
deal of Taft sentiment in Kansas City and 
vicinity, but friends of the othér candidates 
are unanimous in saying that this fact would 
not influence them fh the slightest degree, 
because every practical politician knows 
nowadays that local atmosphere does not 
really influence a single vote in a national 


convention. 


President Roosevelt has abstained abso- 
lately from giving aid or comfort to the 
boomers of any city at all. He has an- 
nounced positively that he is out of the 
fight, and, although he and his friends will 
endeavor to have something to say in regard 
to the platform, and will possibly get to- 
gethér in the case of the possible nomination 
of a pronounced conservative, they can carry 
out the Wews of the president as well in one 
place as in another. 


Taft Appears Gainer. 

It is true, of course, thet the windup of the 
third term idea, which seems to have been 
definitely planned by the president himselt, 
has given the friends of other candidates a 
chance to go to work.. The principal gainer 
has been Taft, as a matter of course. The 
president has said nothing directly in his be- 
half except to convey the idea that he is just 
as favorable to the secretary of war as ever 
and has not had the Slightest intention of 
picking up Cortelyou or anybody else in his 
place. The southern members were particu- 
larly impressed with the idea that any fur- 
ther talk about a third term in that eection 
would not only be distasteful to the adminis- 
tration but might interfere with the tenure 
of their own offices. Assouthern republicans 
have little, if anything, to Uve for except to 
stand well with the adminagt faking they 
promptly switched to Taft, and he has been, 
therefore, the direct gainer by the meeting 
of the committee. 

Secretary Cortelyou's chances if he had 
any, have not been helped because there has 
been no evidence apparently that the presi- 
dent would be inclined to actept him as a sub- 
stitute for Taft under any contingency. 


Hughes Strong Only in New York. 

One of the notable developments of the 
meeting of the committee was an informal 
expression of opinion by many members who 
floated into the White house, to the effect 
that the Hughes boom has not taken perma- 
nent hold on the people anywhere outside 
of New York. It is an n secret that the 
president has been out touch with the 
New York governor ever since Mr. Hughes 
refused to accept political help from the 
national administration. Since that time 
‘the impression has . gained ground iin the 
vicinity of the White house that Gov. Hughes 
would be acceptable to the Wall street ele-

Convention Early in 8 

There has been no definite agreement as to 
the date for the convention, except a general 
understanding, that it will probably be late 
in June if Chicago is selected and much 
sas City is chosen. 
Besides that, it usually Has been customary 
to defer to the wishes of the local committee, 
which is sometimes tied up as to the partic- 
— time at which the auditorium is avail- 
able. 

Aside from the selection of a city in which 
to hold the convention, the most important 
thing to be decided by the national committee 
tomorrow will be the form of the call. Asa 
general rule this is a perfunctory matter 
and the call is framed according to precedent, 
Bo as to cover the instructions of the preced- 
ing conventign, which created the committee. 
The convenfion of 1904.at Chicago definitely 
fixed the basis of representation. It gave 
Alaska and the territories six delegates 
each, on the theory that they were incipient 
states, while thé District of Columbia, Porto 
Rico, Hawali, and the Philippines, as terri- 
tories without prospect of statehood, were 
specifically limited in the next convention to 
two delegates each, and the call will so stip- 
ulate, 


State Laws Offer Problem. 


The thing which is puzzling members of the 
national committee is to adjust the call so 
as to provide for those states where primary 
laws have been passed. These laws are 
of a most diverse character. Some provide 
for direct. primaries, others for primaries 
followed by a convention, and still others 
for a mixture of these two systems. Some 
states have fixed dates which are entirely in- 
consistent with the usual time for holding a 
national convention, and others have pre- 
scribed a primary system, but have failed to 
provide funds to carry it into effect. It is 
a puzzie to formulate a call which will be in 
harmony with the traditions of the republican 
party, which, as established in the con- 
vention of 1880 at Chicago; prescribed the 
absolute independence of the district and 
at the same time to obey the different state 
laws. 

At the meetifig of the national committee 
today a subcommittee was appointed, con- 
sisting of Yerkes, Streeter, and Kellogg, to 
draw up a call and to designate the manner 
of choosing delegates. They were in session 
the better part of the afternoon and evening 
and adjourned without reaching a positive 
conclusion. ‘ The most feasible suggestion 
came from Cyrus Leland, the veteran repub- 
lican leader of Kansas.

ENVOY NOT CONSISTENT. 


Kaneko Pays High Tribute to 
Roosevelt; Thanks for Plea 
on Exposition. 


’ {BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

TOKIO, Dec. 6.—The newspapers comment 
fully on the change of ambassadors at Wash- 
ington. The Nichi Nichi. which is edited by 
Tekahira Kato. former minister of foreign 
affairs, probably is the most explicit in slap- 
ping at the government. It says President 
Roosevelt, complying with the demand of 
San Francisco, approached Marquis Aoki for 
a definite stipulation in the proposed revised 
treaty prohibiting immigration from Japan, 
the quid pro quo to be the cancellation of San 
Francisco's rule for the segregation of the 
Japanese pupils in the public schools of that 
city. Aoki immediately consented. 


Action Embarrassed President. 

Subsequently the Japanese notified the 
government at Washington it would not con- 
sent to a revision of the treaty, but America 
might resort to legislation prohibiting im- 
migration. Thus the president was placed 
in an embarrassing position with San Fran- 
cisco. He continually pressed Aoki to con- 
sent to revision, but in vain. Now on the 
opening of congress the president will be 
compelled to explain the assurance he gave 
te California. - 

Furthermore, Aoki promised Japan would 
join the Russo-American fishery treaty. But 
Japan declined. Hence the recall prior to the 
meeting of congress. 

The Hochi, Count Okuma‘s organ, calls 
Aoki an overbearing diplomat who had to 
be twice recalled. 


Kaneko Praises Roosevelt. 


Viscount Kaneko has cabled President 
Rocsevelt as follows: 

The whole empire is rejoicing at your Non 
recommend tion that America should participate in 
our exposition, and I thank you on behalf of and 
with the authority of the people of Japan. 


This dispatch le significant, as Viscount 
Kaneko is a member of the privy counch. 
In an interview Viscount Kaneko said: 

“President Roosevelt always is the firm 
frier.d of Japan, and he brings out before the 
world what Japan is w ever the oppor- 
tunity offers. His meas of 1906 @ulogized 
Japan in words which have become a classic 
with the Japanese people. This year again 
he has clearly stated the position of Japan, 
and his message in relation thereto is com- 
mented upon everywhere with appreciation 
and joy. President Roosevelt's message is 
regarded as indicative of the true spirit of 
the American people, depicting the character 
of the true American, who says what he 
thinks and does Phat he says.“ 

Taft Reiterntes Japanese Views.

Definite action was begun yesterday in 
the federal court at Milwaukee in the suit 
by which George Heaney of that ci.y secks 
to regain the stock in the Chicago American 
league baseball club which he formerly held 
but sold to President Comiskey nearly five 
years ago. 

According to the dispatches from Mllwau- 
kee, Heaney claims he bought eighty shares 
of White Sox stock in March, 1900, the year 
the club. was transferred from St. Paul to 
Chicago, but never received any dividends 
because the expenses ate up aH the profits. 
Heaney further says he sold the stock to 
C. A. Comiskey in March, 1908, for $10,000. 
Since then, he says, he has learned the White 
Sox magnate has been making money out 
of baseball and he wants his stock back, 
together with the share in the earnings 
which would have been his if he had rot 
sold out. He asks the court to set aside 
the sale. 

President Comiskey said the matter was 
all in the hands of his Milwaukee lawycre 
and he had not given it a second thougiit. 


Comiskey Explains Suit. 


“It grew out of a case of cold feet,“ said 
the Sox magnate. When we came in here 


club. He was made ‘secretary and always 
went over and approved the books of the 
club. He complained frequently because he 
was getting no dividends on his stock. Those 
were war times in baseball, with war time 
salaries and expenses. We had the plant to 
pay for and to make constant enlarge- 
ments and improvements on it.

Ex-President Cleveland opened his apeech 
with a strong plea for honesty and integrity 
in the insurance business, telling the presi- 
dents they could not afford at any time, par- 
ticularly during the present searching in- 
vestigations by legislatures, to lose caste 
before the people through broken promises 
or delusive misrepresentation. 

“Those that control life insurance com- 
panies should be absolutely and disinterest- 
edly devoted to the interests of the assured,” 
he said. And the relation between the 
policy holders and their companies should 
be friendly, truatful, and codperative. Laws 
professedly regulating life insurance should 
be free from senseless resentment, preda- 
ar acquisitiveness, or demagogic ap- 
pea se 

Mr. Cleveland sald it would be folly to 
blink at or avold the disgraceful fact that 
the dislocation. of these ideal conditions 
began in the “ faithlesaness of those occu- 
pying places of greatest influence in life 
insurance circles who invited discredit and 
humillation to some of the largest and atrong- 
a in lite insurance by their lead- 


Declares Tunovent Also Suffer. 

The speaker continued to point out that 
what these certain leaders in insurance cir- 
cles had invited had been visited upon the 
heads of all companies seven fold in indis- 
criminate legislation. 

Continuing, Mr. Cleveland said that in 
many states some demagogues, while play- 
ing upon the desire of honest men for 
reform, pass vicious and unreasonable laws 
to serve their own petty political ends. 
Certain legislatures have taken advantage 
of the general hue and cry to squeeze from 
insurance companies inordinate amounts of 
taxation under the pretense of reformatory 
measures, 

Paul Morton, president of the Equitable 
Life, spoke on the proper method of valua- 
tion and fixed term of securities owned by 
the life insurance companies in preparing 
reports of the company’s assets for the state 
instrance department. Mr. Morton said the 
finance committee of the association had be- 
come convinced that the market quotations 
on insurance assets could not be taken as a 
fair valuation since the companies bought 
ite bonds for investment with the intention

A life of “ ROBERT E. LEE” from the 
pen of a southern writer could not be other- 
wise than ¢ulogistic. Indeed, a life of the 
lender by any relator would have to be per- 
sonally eulogistic, for history agrees that 
he was a gentleman of the noblest order. 
So Philip Alexander Bruce’s account of Lee 
is in thie respect in nowise Gifferent from 
others that have been written. In some other 
ways, however, it contains considerable in- 
dividuality. For instance, it offers what 
tems to be fair proof that Scott and Lincoin 
indirectly tendered him the leadership of the 
union forces before his native state.of Vir- 
ginia passed the resolution of secession. 
Lee's own influence was directed against that 
action, but when it came he chose to stand 
with the state. even against the nation. 

The author also emphasizes Lee’s personal 
opposition to slaveholding. Not only did he 
tree his own slaves, but in the year 1862 he 
carried out the terms of his father-in-law's 
will and freed the slaves of the Custis estate. 
In the analysis of Lee's qualities of mit- 
tary leadership the highest emphasis is laid 
upon his strategic ability, but he is criticised 
for too much gentleness toward disobedient 
subordinates. In fact, the biographer holds 
the opinion that if Lee had been less great 
hearted and merciful he would have been a 
greater commander. (George W. Jacobs & 
Co.)

Not only English but American and con- 
tinental scholars wil contribute to this 
work, which, in the comprehensive langlage 
of the publishers, is intended to give a con- 
nected account of the successive movements, 
both main and subsidiary, in English 
literature; this implies an adequate treat- 
ment of secondary writers, instead of leay- 


personalities; to trace the progress of the 
‘English language as a vehicle of English 
Wterature; to take note of the influence of 
foreign literatures upon English literature; 
and (though in @ smaller degree) of the in- 
fluence of Pugh upon foreign literatures; 
and to provide each chapter with a suf- 
ficient bibliography. 

No amount of publicity given by the press 
te this work can'be regarded as puffery. It 
is not a money making scheme, though it is 
intended to appeal to the general reader as 
well as to the student of literature. Among 
the contributors to volume’ one and two I 
see some names that are familiar in Chi- 
cago:

elay. 


Tells How to Make Payments. 
The notices will state that payments for 
the bonds will be expected to be made at the 
treasury of the United States or at some 
subtreasury, as indicated in the bide of the 


* subscriber, within ten days from the receipt 


of the notice by the subscriber. 

In cases where the subscriber has not indi- 
cated the place of payments, the notices sent 
will include a request that the place of pay- 
ment be immediately made known to the 
secretary. All subscribers should await re- 
ceipt of the notice from the department be-- 
fore taking any. action respecting payment 
for the bonds. 


Only Half Amount Offered. 

The offering of Panama canal bonds was 
largely oversubscribed, but the improvement 
in business conditions following the an- 
nouncement of recent measures of relief by 
the treasury department is regarded by the 
secretary as warranting him in limiting the 
issue at this time to half the amount offered 
—namely: $25,000,000. This is almost exactly 
the amount of the disbursements from the 
general fund of the treasury that have been 
made during the year on the Panama canal 
account. 

The allotments of the 8 per cent certificates

It is 
belived trouble in domestic exchanges will 
continue to a considerable extent until the 
banks outside of 55 central reserve cities 
avail themselves of their privilege under the 
banking laws of redepositing one-half one 
two-fifths of their reserve in the central re- 
serve banks. 

Note of the fact was made during the day 
that the New York exchange rate at Chi- 
cago fell to par for the first time since the 
closing of the Knickerbocker Frust com- 
pany.

It is believed on fair authority that the 


present forced upturfi in stocks in the New 
York market is due primarily to two causes, 


manipulation for insurance companies and 


covering shorts. 
The t depreciation in both the stock 
and bond list would make theann reports 
\of insurance companies show great shrink- 
age and loss in their investments, something 
which would be true, for the depreciation 
exists. The showing would be so poor, it was 
feared, as to excite doubt as to their solven- 
ey. The buying has had every appearance 
of irregularity, though it is beMeved that 
J. R. Keene is manipulating the market for 
the benefit of the corporations mentioned. 

Again, during the greater part of the last 
five weeks, brokerage houses have insisted 
on buying stocks for cash instead of on mar- 
gin, thus taking up the floating supply of 
stock. The shorts, when they sought to re- 
cover, found speculative holdings, such as 
would: readily take profits, small. It has 
been necessary, therefore, to pay a round 
price before stocks on any considerable scale 
could be coaxed out. How long this forcing 
the shorts to cover will last is necessarily 
but surmise. In some quarters it was 
thought an additional ten points might be 
added to quotations. 

In the buying ofbonds the transactions 
have been of a different character. They are 
being bought becaus® they are cheap, and 
some belated would be buyers have found 
they must pay five or six points more now 
than two weeks ago. 


Bank Statement Forecast. 


The New York banks this week received 
from the interior $4,160,900 and sent to the 
interior $15,980,200. The loss to the interior 
was $11,819,300. Receipts of new gold were 
517.117.700. Ordinary disbursements by sub- 
treasury were $23,163,200. Payments by the 
banks to the subtreasury were $23,461,000. 
The loss on subtreasury operations proper 
were $207,800. Total loss to interior and to 
subtreasury was $12,117,100. Deducting this 
from the gain by new gold of $17,117,700 the 
net gain was $5,000,600. 


i Bank of Commerce Situation. 


Joseph T. Talbert, vice president of the 
Commercial National bank, returned yes- 
terday from Kansas City, where he went 
to look over the situation in connection with 
the National Bank of Commepce. Speaking 
of the matter, Mr. Talbert said: 

“I went primarily on my own account to 
see what the sitdation actually was, and, pos- 
sibly, with a view of recommending outside 
assistance if the condition of the bank war- 
ranted it. I found the bank had teen talked 
to death Everybody was expecting it to 
fail, and I learned that no reasonable amount 
of money would enable it to continue. There 
was no other course left than that pursued 
by the government in closing it. 

“Normally the bank carried $33,000,000 
in deposits, of which $11,000,000 were city, or 
individual deposits, and 322.000, 000 country 
bank deposits. The deposits had been re- 
duced to $16,000,000, about half of which was 
country and the other half individual. Ap- 
parently the country banks had taken out 
$14,000,000 of the $22,000,000 owed them. I 
did not learn that there was prospect of any 
further trouble among the banks depositing 
with it, since they appeared to have pretty 
well strengthened themselves.“ 

May Help Savings Banks. 

It appears not unlikely that the present 
advance in the price of bonds and stocks will 
directly help the savings banks in the mat- 
ter of holding their cash. Before sixty day 
notices were required there were continued 
withdrawals of deposits in order to purchase 

82 stocks and bonds. Then when the 
Nee ty day notices were required, there wis 
othing left for those who wished to buy 
securities but to give notice of withdrawal. 
Securities now, however, ara ten or moro 
points on an average avove what they were 
in the low days of November. There is not 
row the attraction that then existed, and 
there will be lacking the inducement to-with- 
draw savings deposits When notices fall due 
unless there should be a oig reaction in the 
market. 

At the banks generally business was unse- 
eventful. Some of the savings institutions 
will now pay without question amounts up to 
$1,500. It is only when they fear that the 
money withdrawn may be hoarded, that no- 
tice of withdrawal is asked.
